FOREWORD 


(Coney the great Minister of Louis XIV, died in 1683. 
With him died something which was not buried until a century 
later with the storming of the Bastille. This something was medi- 
eval Europe. Colbert’s rule marked the end of an economy, the 
end of a way of life. The Minister who contributed so much to 
the physical beauty and intellectual direction of France in the 
succeeding two centuries and a half had also contributed to her 
downfall. He had established a political economy based on inter- 
national customs barriers and mercantile security — an economy 
which finally ended on Armistice Day, 1942, when Hitler crossed 


the border of Unoccupied France. 


But during this period of decline had emerged another way 
of life — the spirit of democracy. Perhaps one of the strangest 
of the many paradoxes of history is the parallel emergence of 
political theory and artistic style. The century of enlightenment, 
in which were evolved the basic democratic philosophies of 
France, England and America, produced at the same time an 
aristocracy of form such as the world had not seen since the 


republics of antiquity. 


That an exhibition of the eighteenth-century domestic arts of 
France and England should be held in New York at a time when 
the liberties of France are in suspension until the other demo- 


cratic nations can help her to regain them is more than a coinci- 
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dence. The exhibition is not merely an assemblage of furniture 
and bibelots of the past. It is a manifestation, a declaration of 
faith in the principles of the eighteenth century. For in the age 
of reason man knew that democracy was a political impossibility 


unless 1t was accompanied by aristocracy of thought. 


No American was more conscious of this fact than Thomas 
Jefferson. He was Minister to France and President of the United 
States. He was the architect of the Declaration of Independence 
and of the most perfect group of Georgian buildings in America, 
the University of Virginia. His was the happy faculty of thinking 
clearly and profoundly and of expressing himself with elegance 


and emotional conviction. 


We in New York owe Madame Balsan and her committee a 
debt of gratitude for presenting such an exhibition at this time. 
It is a labor of devotion and conviction. It may serve to remind 
us that despite the inconsequence of much that we see in current 
exhibitions, and which is palmed off on us in the name of mod- 
ernity, there is a permanent dignity to the articles of domestic 
use with which the person of taste and integrity surrounds him- 
self. Within the framework of the style of the Four Georges and 
the late Bourbon Kings of France vulgarity was more easily de- 
tected than it is today. The gentleman architect was also a phil- 
osopher and very often a statesman. In the reconstruction of the 
world which lies ahead of us his spirit must be recaptured and 


must again prevail.
